DAYS OF THE SIMPLE LIFE. 


When All Kindt of Clothing Were Made 


•t Home, When Eggi Sold For a 
Shilling a Dozen and the High Coil 
of Living W>e Not • Big Problem. 


In view of Ihc modern day hlBb cost 


ef living and of the many wonderful 
idvancra made In the last century-the 
tallroad, telegraph, (lie ocean cable, the 
telephone, H"> automobile and farm 
and labor saving machinery of all 
kind;) and the amazing changes these 
Jnvenllons have necessarily wrought In 
all directions In almost ever}' walk of 
life—It may be of Interest to recall liv- 
ing cundllioiH on a farm In the year 
18W. 


The fiirni I have In mind consisted of 


200 acres. Tlie stock was llflcen cows, 
i yoke uf oxen, twenty sheep, an old 
white horse, a dozen plus, fifty hens, 
ten geese, a few du< L:s and a Hock of 
turkeys. 


The farm produced practically every. 


Ibliix tlio family coniuiiu'd, linlh cloth- 
Ing and fowl. The sheep furnished the 
wool, which was carded at a '•fulling" 
mill and made. Into rolls for spinning. 


At home It was spun Into yarn and 


woven on a hand loom, t'or beds It 
was left white; for clothing It was 
dyed any color desired. A competent 
housewife could make dyes of logwood. 
Indigo or cochineal. Tlie white and 
black wool were mixed to produce a 
gray like the Confederate uniform. 


There were no ready made clothes; 


•11 clothes were made In the home. 
There was no woven underwear. Stock- 
ings were knitted at home as well as 
mittens and tippets.

laps were of rabbit skin. There were 
no shoes. In the winter boots came up 
to the knees.

How Indigo Is Produced. 


A primitive but effective' method ol 


obtaining indigo in southern India Is 
practiced by the natives. The plant 
Is tightly packed the day it is cut, In 
n large vat. into which water is run.

accident and the ship's breaking up.

. A TREE AND A-DISEASE. 


MtliiU and Iho Effe'-t Produced by 


Planting a Blue Gum. 


During the latter dox-udes of thenine- 


tceutb century It wan a common prac- 
tice to plant blue gum or eucalyptus 
trees In districts Infected by malaria! 
fever. It was held, that the essential 
oil produced by tLe leaves combated 
the harmful vapors rising from tli« 
3wamps laden with tile poison of the 
disease. The discovery that the ma- 
larial germ Is Introduced Into the blood 
by a mosquito bus settled once and for 
>ll the origin of the disease. 


The theory that the eucalyptus tree 


neutralized the poLsou vapors Is non- 
sense, yet the fact remains Iliat where 
blue gunu were freely planted there, 
wus always a notable decline In tbft 
amount of malaria. 


What Is the explanation of this cur- 


'umblance? It lias been demonstrate*! 
that, of nearly all trees, the eucalyptus 
absorbs the greatest amount of water. 
Two scvdllngs-a blue gum and a plum 
—were placet! with their roots In wa- 
ter, and the height of the water was 
carefully marked. 
The plants were, 


kept In a warm atmosphere and ci- 
auilncd at 
Hie end of twenty-four 


hours. The little eucalyptus had dis- 
posed of four times the water that the 
plum had been able to take up. 


Seeing that blue gums Increase In 


height with great rapidity, often grow- 
ing many Inches a day in a hot posi- 
tion, the amount of moisture taken up 
Increases on a greatly' progressive 
scale.

To complete Its life cycle It 
s necessary that thin Insect should 
ass Its larval stage In pools of water.
